EDITORIAL. 

HIS JUNE ISSUE of Tue Keystone begins its tenth 
year of service to Southern Clubwomen and Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. Each year it has grown 

more and more a part of the organized work of the women of 
the South and has received their steadily increased loyal sup- 
port. It is theirs by its intention and by their accept- 
ance and their earnest work for its advancement. 
As a medium of communication among southern wo- 
men’s organizations it stands first among publications 
and with advancing years its power along this line 
will continue to grow. The effort of its management 
has always been to present absolute reliable official in- 
formation from the organizations that it represents and 
the able corps of managers in the various States represented 
by THE KeysTONE have made this policy possible. All of the 
literary, editorial, reportorial and clerical work on THE 
KEYSTONE is a generous donation from the women in charge 
of the various departments and their labors are rewarded 
by the usefulness and influence of this publication in de- 
veloping progressive and co-operating plans among Southern 
women in their organized efforts. With this tenth volume 
the management promises better service because of past ex- 
perience and asks ‘the continuance of the same loyal support 
from the women of Virginia, North and South Carolina, 
Florida and Mississippi, who all have a common interest in 
THE KEYSTONE, all meet in its pages and all take a pride 
in claiming it as their representative in Woman’s Club iour- 
nalism. 


CYCLE of time is marked in the Woman's Club cal- 
endar by a Biennial, and June this year, brings with 
it the Ninth Biennial Meeting of the General Fed- 

eration of Women’s Clubs. The Massachusetts Federa- 
tion, the hostess clubs and Boston, the hostess city, are 
all in readiness for this great gathering of American Club 
Women. The local plans are completed and the Board of 
Directors, the standing committees, State Federations and 
individual clubwomen all are on the quit vive ready to do 
their part towards making the meeting a useful, inspiring 
and memorable one. The formative and experimental pe- 
riod of the life of the Federation is passed and the shaping 
into harmonious form is now taking place. This organiza- 
tion is firmly rooted into America’s life to-day and it now 
rests with the American Clubwoman to shape, to prune and 
to train it as it grows along lines of beauty, usefulness and 
truth. 

Each woman present at this coming Biennial will receive 
some one or more definite impression, which must influence 
her life in a greater or less degree and each one will also 
carry to this meeting an influence of her own. The ideal 
of the Federation is its motto “Unity in diversity” and this 
ideal for the whole is only attainable through the individual. 
With intellectual eagerness women from the north, south, 
east and west have pledged their allegiance to this club 
ideal, with moral fervor they must now guard themselves 


to attain it. The keenly intellectual life stimulates the club 
into being, the steadfast, high-toned moral character holds 
it together and wins its achievements. These great biennial 
gatherings of women are a mysterious force and whether 
one takes part in them or is merely an onlooker one must 
feel their influence on the thought and life of our day. Their 
ideal is to stress woman’s effort for the highest and best in 
the artistic, civic, literary and philanthropic life of our nation 
and they are a great factor in creating public opinion and 
presenting to the world in concrete form the ideals. en- 
deavors and achievements of the average American woman 
en masse. This striving after the higher and.better among 
all classes of American women is the hope and the promise 
of American life to-day and cold and unsympathetic indeed 
must be those hearts and minds who do not respond to this 
great impulse and are not willing in a measure to co-operate 
with it for the love of the race and the nation. 


HE CENTENNIAL of the birth of Jefferson Davis, 
the only President of the Confederate States of 
America, will be celebrated throughout the South 

on June 3rd, 1908. All Confederate organizations will unite 
in suitable ceremonies for the observance of this day as 
a tribute of love and honor to the South’s Chieftain in 
the war between the States. A man of national reputation 
before his selection as the chief executive of the Southern 
Confederacy, experienced in government, the friend of Web- 
ster, Clay and Calhoun, Mr. Davis brought to the position 
conferred upon him by the Southern people, a spotless 
integrity, broad culture, prodigious scholarship, marked tmil- 
itary genius and great personal dignity of character; and 
these qualities he maintained throughout a momentous life 
of eighty-one years 

The Southern heart will ever hold in grateful remem- 
brance this man who in defeat and personal humiliation was 
able to preserve for them as their leader, their ideal of cour- 


-age and dignity in adversity; one less great than he might 


have failed in defeat, but with Jefferson Davis, although 
“Fate denied him victory she granted him immortality,” 
And so it happens, that to-day the story of the Confederacy 
is that heritage of the people of the South which inspires 
them to a noble and patriotic citizenship in the present, and 
which will ever be cherished with pride as indicative of 
the timbre of their forebears.

HE roth ANNUAL CONVENTION of the South 
Carolina Federation of \Vomen’s Clubs was held in 
Greenville, May 5-7th and was the largest ever held. 

The main feature of this Convention distinguishing it 
from all previous meetings was the presence and in- 
structive talks of Mrs. Emma Fox of Michigan, the great 
parliamentarian and experienced club woman and the cele- 
bration of the first literary session in charge of a lit- 
erary chairman. All of the sessions were held in 
the auditorium of the Greenville Female College and 
the Greenville club women served dainty lunches on 
Wednesday and Thursday in the music rooms of the 
same building which were greatly appreciated by all 
delegates, saving time and strength between sessions. 
On Tuesday afternoon, in the Board of Trade Rooms, the 
Executive Board and Board of Directors held meetings and 
an informal reception was held giving delegates a chance 
to meet upon arrival of trains. The convention was form- 
ally opened on Wednesday morning at 10 o’clock with an 
invocation from Dr. James, President of the Greenville 
Female College. Mrs. M. P. Gridley, President of the 
Greenville City Union of Women’s Clubs welcomed the 
Federation to Greenville for the second time and Mrs. H. W. 
Beall of Sumter made the response. The Credential Com- 
mittee through its chairman, Mrs. Thos. D. Lebby, Summer? 
ville, reported 7 officers, 6 chairman and &o delegates present, 
representing 52 clubs making a total of 93 votes for this 
Convention. The Récording Secretary, Mrs. John Russell, 
reported 4 new clubs admitted to the Federation: The Civic 
League, Greers; The Columbia Art League; The Monday 
Club, Rock Hill;.and the City Union of Women’s Club, 
Anderson; one club resigned and 2 disbanded, making a 
total of 70 clubs now enrolled representing 5000 members. 

The treasurer, Mrs. Jennings reported that she had paid 
out $214.02 and that the treasury had been depleted. The 
President, Mrs. McKissick presented a full report of the 
work accomplished by the Federation: reporting $10,000— 
appropriated by the Legislature for the maintenance of the 
Boys Industrial School, that she had $800 in hand contrib- 
uted by the Federation, that the school would be opened by 
the new year and that Mr. H. T. Jamison of the Connie 
Maxwell Orphanage had been appointed a member of the 
Commission in place of Mr. A. F. McKissick resigned. 
During the Convention Mrs. Ansel the first chairman of 
the Boys Industrial School Committee and a guest of the 
Greenville Club women, showed the blue print plans for the 
Reformatory which had been sent up to the Federation 


~ meeting by Gov. “Ansel, and made.a plea for the Federation 


to continue their interest in this work. Mrs. McKissick also 
reported the appointment of Mrs. L. W. Parker as Cor. 
Sec. of Federation in place of Mrs. R. D. Wright, resigned, 
and suggested an amendment to the Constitution providing 
for the filling of a vacancy in any office. She also made the 
following recommendations which later on in the Conven- 
tion were adopted:—That the funds for the Industrial: 
School be kept by the Treasurer of the Federation until the 
work on the buildings is more advanced; that the annual 
dues of the Federation be paid in January instead of April 
so as to relieve the ‘l'reasury; that all clubs put forth special 
efforts in behalf of compulsory education; that all clubs 
subscribe for at least one copy of THE KEYSTONE; and that 
Thanksgiving Day be observed as Library Day, when every 
club will make a donation of books to the chairman of the 
Library Department. 

Mrs. Wickliffe, chairman of the Arts and Handicraft De- 
partment reported that she had placed the General Federa- 
tion Art Gallery in only two towns in South Carolina and 
urged clubs to apply for this valuable collection next year, 
and made a plea for patronizing hand work. The Conven- 
tion authorized the chairman to tse her judgment in dis- 
posing of the remnant of the State Federation Art 
Gallery, and to move the art books from place 
to place. Miss Wickliffe had arranged a very cred- 
itable art exhibit consisting of drawings and _ pot- 
tery from the Charleston Art School (sent through 
the Civic Club), basket work, drawn work, wood carving, 
etc., from other clubs and being in the same building 
where the sessions were held all delegates had an opportu- 
nity of studying it between sessions. 

Mrs. Grimball, chairman of the Domestic Science Depart- 
ment reported that her quarterly publication had been a 
failure and that few clubs had co-operated with her in her 
efforts, but made a plea for proper food for rural com- 
munities. This report brought out much discussion, show- 
ing that a number of clubs were interested in this special 
work and the questions of water, sanitation, food, ventila- 
tion and domestic science were opened up. Miss Dargan, : 
chairman of Education reported that she had had 24 appli- 
cants for the 10 Federation scholarships, and that she had 
secured 3 additional scholarships in the Leesville Institute ; 
she made a strong plea for rural schools and compulsory 
Education and spoke of the work accomplished by the teach- 
er sent by the Federation to the Jamestown Exposition. 
Miss Martin and Miss Louisa Poppenheim, Charleston, both 
representing the Intercollegiate Club, spoke in behalf of the 
English scholarship, and the clubs responded so generously 
that the Convention pledged the $100 so that South Caro- 
lina could be recorded at Boston as one of the States com- 
peting for the English scholarship. At the end of the ses- 
sion Miss Dargan reported $51.25 on hand and pledges. 
She urges all clubs who have not already contributed to this 
fund to send in their donation to her as soon as possible, 
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these contributions range from $1.45 up to $5.00. Miss 
Nance, the President of the S. C. School Improvement 
Association made a strong plea for the rural schools, a sub- 
ject which has for years been of great interest to the ed- 
eration and this year the woman’s clubs in the Federation 
contributed $100 in response to the plea made by Miss 
Nance for a fund to be expended by the School Improve- 
ment Association in awarding prizes to rural schools. Mrs. 
Fant, the chairman of Civics and Forestry, reported that 
there were 19 federated civic associations in South Carolina 
and 17 unfederated, and of these last all but 4 are in towns 
where there are Women’s Clubs. She made an earnest plea 
for a more general observance of Civic Day on March 
10th and stated that clubs in the State doing the best work 
were: Charleston Civic Club, in Education; Summerville 
in active town improvement, and Sumter Civic League in 
philanthropy, conducting a visiting trained nurse who had 
paid 2500 visits the past year and had expended $1,900. It 
was a great regret to all old workers that Mrs. Fant could 
not continue with the chairmanship of this department, 
where she has done such splendid work, but she was firm in 
her decision that her local work needed her. 

In the absence of Miss Klinck, chairman of. Kindergar- 
ten department, Miss Marion Hanckel read the report which 
showed the efforts put forth in behalf of the Kindergarten 
Bill and urged further efforts in its favor next year, and 
showed much activity in the mill communities. 

Mrs. L. T. Nichols, chairman of the Library Extension 
Department reported her efforts in behalf of the State 
Library Commission, made a special plea for books for 
rural schools, and stated that 21 clubs had donated 57 
books in response to her appeal for a special library, the 
Greenwood Clubs combined and sent 2 cases of books; 
Over the Teacups, Spartanburg donated 7 libraries; the 
Memminger Alumnae Association, Charleston, library ; and 
Mrs. M. P. Gridley, 1 library. The convention decided to 
continue their work for the State Library Commission until 
it is secured, and in the mean time each club could help the 
chairman in placing the Federation libraries, as it is too 
great a burden for the chairman to bear all the responsi- 
bility of moving these libraries. In the absence of Miss 
Vander Horst, chairman of Civil Science Reform Commit- 
tee her report was read by Mrs. Gibbon and she stressed 
the work open to women in the eelymosonary institutions 
and urged the continuance of the committee, making a plea 
for club women to familiarize themselves with existing con- 
ditions in public institutions. 


This was the first year for a report on Literature at the 
South Carolina Federation and in the absence of the chair- 
man of the Literature and Reciprocity Department Miss 
Mary B. Poppenheim, the report was made by the first 
member of the Committee, Miss Louisa B. Poppenheim. 
Wednesday evening was set aside for this session and 
the chairnian’s report stated that she had secured as 
an historical record for the Federation a paper giv- 
ing the history of the first to years of the South 
Carolina Federation, written by Miss Louisa B. Pop- 
penheim the first recording secretary and an ex-pres- 


ident, this paper to commemorate the roth anniver- 
sary of the South Carolina Federation, 1898 - 1908; 
that 8 papers had been presented for competition for this 
evening’s program, two of which the committee had selec- 
ted, and concluded with a strong plea for pure literature. 


The program for the evening consisted of the following:

This last paper was read by Miss M. K. Mazyck of the 
Century Club, Charleston, in the absence of Miss Colcock. 

A very: attractive musical program prepared by Mrs. 
Conyers, Chairman of Music, completed the evening. 

On Thursday morning when the Reciprocity report was 
made there was animated discussion in regard to this new 
literary session. The Convention decided to continue the 
literary evening session, not to elect a subject, but to limit 
each paper to 15 minutes. Miss Mary Poppenheim’s re- 
port on Reciprocity showed that 56 appeals had been an- 
swered by 195 Mss. and year books, that 76 year books 
and papers had been received making a total of 192 year 
books and 93 papers on file ready for distribution among 
clubs. 20 clubs answered the chairman stating they had 
observed Reciprocity Day. This report also explained the 
meaning of a marked copy of THE KeysTOoNE, inviting 
clubs -to read all such marked articles at club meetings. 
THE KEYSTONE acts as the Reciprocity Bureau and all vear 
books and Mss. are acknowledged in its columns, and during 
the past year this journal as the official organ of the S. C. 
Federation has printed 12,000 words for the S. C. Federa- 
tion besides 15,000 words for the general Federation. 

The Club reports were read irregularly between the re- 
ports of the departments and all showed active growth and 


-a vital interest 1n the Federation. 


Literature and Civics were the two most popular depart- 
ments, and the report of the Greenville Female College 
Alumnae Association was greeted with the heartiest ap- 
plause as the delegates presented the Federation scholarship 

girl at the Greenville Female College (Miss Easley) and 
cave the splendid averages she had made during the pest 
year, all being over 90. 

Mrs. Beall, represented the Health ial of the 
G. F. W. C. in South Carolina, made a stirring appeal in 
behalf of the prevention of tuberculosis. 

Mr. Thomas F. Parker of Greenville, made a scholarly, 
patriotic address on Practical Welfare Work on Wednesday 
afternoon, describing the cotton mill population in South 
Carolina and appealing to the womanhood and manhood 
of South Carolina to better the conditions of the people | 
in the mills where they own stock. The most attractive 
feature of the roth Convention was the presence of Mrs. 
Emma A. Fox, the author of Parliamentary Usages for 
Women’s Clubs and ex-president and ex-recording secre- 
tary of the General Federation who was the guest of honor 
of the Federation during the Convention and who delivered 
a splendid talk on the value of Parliamentary Law and 
Principles and gave practical demonstations on methods of 
voting, on motions, and amendments. This was a rare op- 
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portunity for all delegates, and the clubs throughout the 
State should show in their coming meetings the good re- 
sults, from this close touch with Mrs. Fox’s personality. 
Mrs. Fant of Anderson was fortunate in being able to take 
Mrs. Fox over to Anderson with her where she spent a few 
days before going on to the Virginia Federation meeting. 


The election of officers resulted as follows: Mrs. McKissick, hav- 
ing served out her 2 years (limit of term), Mrs. M. P. Gridley, Green- 
ville, was elected President but declined to serve on account of ill 
health; then Mrs W. B. Burney, Columbia, was elected President. 
Mrs. L. W. Parker, Greenvville, lst Vice- President; Mrs. G. E. Gibbon, 
Charleston, 2nd Vice- President: Mrs. Z. V. Davidson, Chester, Rec. 
Secretary; Mrs. E. F. Bell, Blacksburg, Cor. Secretary; Mrs. Mitchell 
Levi, Sumter, Treasurer;. Miss Georgie Dargan, Statesbury, Auditor. 
At the meeting of the Board of Directors on Friday morning, the 
following chairmen of departments were elected: Art—Miss Wick- 
liffe; Rock Hill; Domestic Science, Mrs. H M Grimball, Spartanburg ; 
Fducation—Miss Theodosia Dargan, Statesbury ; Forestry and Civics— 
Mrs. A. F. McKissick,. Greenwood; Kindergarten—Mrs. B. A. Mor- 
gan, Greenville; Library Extension—Mrs. L. T. Nichols, Chester ; 
Literature and Reciprocity—Miss Louisa B. Poppenheim, Charleston; 
Music—Mrs. R. W. Gibbes, Columbia.

and the delightful informal reception on Thursday after- 
noon at (Sans Suici), the Country Club in charge of the 
Greenville club women. Greenville was at its best, the roses 
and peonies in full bloom, and the Federation thus closed 
its first decade garlanded with prosperity.

The business before the convention was 
dispatched with promptness, reports of the 31 clubs being 
read, chairmen of the various departments showing a decid- 
ed growth in every line of federation work. The 6 new 
clubs admitted during the year, are The Spinning Wheel, 


of Woodville, Thursday Club of Inka, Womans Club of 
Gulfport, Woman’s Culture Club of Lutwiler, Embroidery 
Club of Magnolia, Woman’s Club of Clarksdale. 

The report of the Chairman of Civics and Forestry 
showed a hearty response to every call made during the 
year, and told of the generous way in which the Clubs 


over the State observed the Rally Day on March toth. © 


The report also urged a renewed interest in forestry. 

The Educational Committee showed a marked develop- 
ment in interests educational. Urged that special atten- 
tion be given by our women to our rural schools: the organi- 
zation of Mothers Clubs in all districts where practicable, 
and the hearty endorsement recommended for establish- 
ment of a Teachers Training School was ratified by the 
convention. 11 girls have received help during the present 
year from contributions of different clubs in the State, 
and these gifts have been placed where they were needed 
and appreciated. Ihe Federation decided that this Edu- 
cational fund should be changed from a gift to a loan fund. 

A contribution of $100.00 was given to the English 
Scholarship fund being raised by the General Federation, 
this showed a spirit of liberality most pleasing to the Edu- 
cational Committee. , 

That the hopes of the Legislative Committee had been 
realized at last, in the passage of the Child Labor bill by 
our recent Legislature was the crowning feature of this 
Chairman’s report.. The need of compulsory education 
will next receive the attention of this Committee, as well 
as a request that our club women may interest themselves 
in prison reform. 

From a small beginning our Domestic Science Commit- 
tee has aroused much enthusiasm in the subject so near to 
the hearts of our women. 
in the hands of the Library Extension chairman a Library 
of Domestic Science for the use of all clubs in our organi- 
zation, when help is requested on any topic coming under 
this head. This chairman is always willing to aid in in- 
creasing the interest in Household Economics, by furnish- 
ing programs on this subject. 

All clubs doing local library work may get practical 
plans from the chairman. 


The offer made by the Chaminade Club of Jackson, to 
give two handsome prizes to successful contestants, one 
for piano number, the other for vocal selection, was the 
chief feature of Music Committee’s report. Many clubs 
over the State are adding musical numbers to programs. 

The Art Committee reported, that a number of pub- 
lic schools have added drawing to the list of studies 
and that numerous Art Exhibits were held during the year. 
This Committee had a good collection on exhibition and 
it is hoped that, this will be a regular feature of annual 
convention.. 


— The chairman of Reciprocity Committee called for help in 


her department, especially for programs and prepared pa- 
pers. 


The Literature Committee reported that most clubs in 


the State pursued a course of study, but urged that more 
attention be paid to Southern Literature.

— SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION of the 


North Carolina Federation of Women’s Clubs was 
held in Greensboro, May 5, 6 and 7 

The Executive Board met on Tuesday morning, May 
5, at the home of Mrs. G. W. Whitsett. After which the 
Board was entertained at luncheon by the Greensboro mem- 
bers, Mrs. Whitsett, Miss Mary Petty, and Mrs. E. R. 
Michaux. 

In the afternoon at the Elks’ Club, was held the opening 
session of the convention. Miss Margaret Lovell Gibson, 
of Wilmington, President of the Federation, called the 
meeting to order. In absence of Miss Kirby, the Recording 
Secretary, Mrs. W. C. A. Hammel, of Greensboro, was ap- 
pointed to act in her place. The invocation was asked by 
Mrs. Lucy H. Robertson. Mrs. B. C. Sharpe, in the name 
of Greensboro and the Greensboro Club. \Vomen extended 
to the State Federation a hearty greeting of welcome, to 
which Mrs. Eugene Reilley, of Charlotte, First Vice-Pres:- 
dent of the Federation responded. 

The President then delivered the annual address which 
showed a close study of club conditions in North Carolina, a 
thoughtful comparison with the General lederation and 
other state organizations, and a reaching out toward broader 
work for the N. C. Federation. She recommended a closer 
co-ordination of the State departments with the General 
Federation Committees, the creation of a Forestry depart- 
ment, and a Legislative Committee. The recommendations 
were favorably acted upon in a subsequent meeting of Direc- 
tors. She pointed out the great work that is before women 
in bringing about better labor conditions for women and 
children and in establishing compulsory education laws. 

Mrs. Emma A. Fox, of Detroit, Mich., former vice-presi- 
dent of the General Federation, and author of ‘“ Parliament- 
ary Usage for Women’s Clubs’, was introduced as guest of 
honor of the Federation, and gave an‘interesting and in- 
spiring talk on the “Work of the General Federation.” She 
told of the formation of the General Federation and its 
early history, related in detail some of the accomplishments 
of that large and powerful body, and explained its organiza- 
tion and working machinery. , 

In the evening the Greensboro clubs tendered a delight- 
ful reception to the visiting delegates and friends at the 
home of Mrs. E. P. Wharton. 

The second meeting was called to order by the President 
on Wednesday morning at the State Normal and Industrial 
College. The Credential Committee reported 27 clubs rep- 
resented and 58 officers and delegates in convention. The 
Cor. Secy’s report showed an increase of five clubs in 
the Federation during the past year. 

Mrs. Fox kindly consented to give a talk on parliamentary 
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Jaw, which, dealing with the subject of motions, was of 
great value to all her hearers. 

In the reports of State departments, Mrs. S. Weil, of 
Goldsboro, gave an account of the year’s work in Library 
Extension, exhibiting a model travelling lib.ary, asking 
that each federated club contribute a travelling library to 
the department, and urging the movement now on foot, for 
a State Library Commission. In this connection, Mrs. 
Annie Smith Ross (Charlotte), President of the State 
library Association read a caretul paper on State Aid to; 
Libraries. The discussion that tollowed showed much _ in-! 


terest in library extension. . 


The educational work of the Iederation was presented by 


the chairman, Mrs. F. L. Stevens (Raleigh). She reiter- 
ated the aims of her committee, as already published and 
circulated during the year, emphasized in a comparative 
table the briefness of the school term and the meagerness 
of teachers’ salaries in several of the representative towns, 
and discussed the advisability of having women on school 
boards, which is now precluded by our State law. Mrs. Ste- 
vens announced that eight scholarships, seven at the State 
A. and M. College and one at the State University, had been 
placed in the hands of the Federation for disposal. Mrs. 
Lindsay Patterson (Winston-Salem) spoke of the work of 
the Association of Southern Women for the Betterment of 
Public School Houses, soliciting the sympathy of the club 
women in that movement. Mr. J. I. Foust, President of 
the State Normal and Industrial College, made a brief ad- 
dress on the relation of the club women to the student, ex- 
tending to the Federation a cordial welcome to the hospital- 
ity of the College. 

Miss Elizabeth Schwarberg (Southern Pines) reported 
the work of the Village Improvement Department. The 
year shows an increasing interest in this work, as is demon- 
strated in the organization of civic leagues in the State. 
Miss Schwarberg gave some valuable advice as to the practi- 
cal carrying on of the village improvement work. | 

The Art work was reported by Mrs. E. R. Michaux 
(Greensboro). Several clubs have pursued the study of 
art as the main work of the year. Several clubs have avail- 
ed themselves of the opportunity afforded by the General 
Federation Travelling Art Gallery. Mrs. Michaux also 
spoke of the Art Information Bureau, of New York, which 
furnishes at a small charge lectures on art with illustrative 
stereopticon views. 

At one-thirty o’clock luncheon was served by the Domes- 
tic Science students of the State Normal College, after 
which a meeting was held with the entire student body. 
President Foust welcomed the Federation as guests of the 
College, and introduced the President of the Federation, 
who, in turn, presented Mrs. Stevens (Raleigh), who spoke 
briefly on the subject of “Sympathy”. Mrs. Fox was then 
introduced, and gave a talk on Parliamentary Law. After 
the singing of “The Old North State,” the students left 
the hall, and the business of the convention was resumed. 
In the absence of Mrs. Hook (Charlotte), Mrs. Tingley 
read her report on Music. Miss Weil (Goldsboro) re- 
ported the work of Publication, followed by the report of 


Miss Poppenheim, Editor of THe Keystone. In her report 
on State Charities, Mrs. D. Y. Cooper (Henderson), stated 
the marked progress of the work tor the Stonewall Jack- 
son Training School. In response to the appeal made, 
many clubs through their delegates, pledged generous sums 
to this cause. : 

Mrs. G. W. Whitsett (Greensboro), spoke briefly of the 
aims of the Reciprocity Committee. Many towns in the 
State reported the observance of Reciprocity Day. 

Mrs. R. R. Cotten (Bruce) gave the history of the Child 
Study work done by the few federated clubs that have this 
department. 

In the absence of Dr. Delia Dixon Carroll (Raleigh), 
chairman on Home Economics, her report was read by 
Mrs. F. L. Stevens. Relative to this subject, Mrs. Hutt 
(Raleigh) spoke interestingly of the Woman's Institute, 
which is now being carried on in the several districts of the 
State and is of vast benefit to the country woman. | 

The Literature Department, created a year ago, was re- 
ported by its chairman, Miss Adelaide L. [ries (Winston- 
Salem). 

On the adjournment of the general session, the Board of 
Directors held a meeting. It was voted that the Village lm- 
provement, State Charities, and Home Economics Depart- 
ments be termed the Civic, Child Labor and Industrial, and 
Household Economics, respectively; also that a Forestry 
Department be created, and a Legislative Committee be 
appointed. It was agreed that the disposal of the scholar- 
ships be left in the hands of a Scholarship Committee -work- 
ing under the Educational Department. : 

In the evening the Federation was entertained by a splen- 
did lecture by Dr. C. Alphonso Smith, of the University 
of North Carolina, on Southern Literature, preceded by a 
delightful musical quartet. Dr. Smith was gracefully in- 
troduced by Miss Fries, chairman of the Literature De- 
partment. 

Thursday morning a few minor changes in the Constitu- 
tion and by-laws were made, and the subject of the State 
Normal Loan Fund was discussed by Pres. Foust, Mrs. 
Mclver, and later by Miss Spier. - 

The three-minute reports from club presidents showed in- 
teresting work on the part of the individual clubs. 


Upon the report of the Nominating Committee, the ballot 


was cast, and the following officers elected for the ensuing 
year: 


President—Miss Gibson (Wilmington), First Vice-President—Mrs. 
Reilley (Charlotte), Second Vice-President—Mrs. W. S. Primrose 
(Raleigh), Recording Secretary—Mrs. W. C. A. Hummel (Greens- 
boro), Corresponding Secretary—Miss Camille Hunt (Lexington), 
Treasurer—Mrs. Alice Fields (Kinston), Auditor—Mrs. E. F. Reid

leigh, extended an invitation to the Federation to hold its 
next annual convention in Raleigh. 

On the invitation of Mrs. Robertson, President of the 
Greensboro Female College, the Federation took luncheon 
in the hospitable library of the College, after which the 
general officers met and elected chairman of the State depart-

Greetings were given by Mrs. R. B. Clayton from 
the Blue Ridge Chapter, D. A. R., by Mrs. Nelson Sale 
from the Wm. T. Terry Chapter, U. D. C. and by Mr. 5. 
S. Lambeth from the Civic Department League. Mrs. 
Sarah S. Platt Decker sent very cordial greetings to the 
convention and expressed regret at her inability to accept 
the invitation to attend which had been extended her. 

Phe President’s address was rich in happy thoughts, kind- 
ly appreciation of effort made and wise suggestions for fu- 
ture work, 

The reports of the Standing Committees showed excel- 
lent work, far exceeding the expectations of the most hope- 
ful. A summary of these reports may be expected in the 
October issue of THE Keystone; but study outlines in 
music and literature which the convention ordered to be 
published, should be mentioned that clubs may avail them- 
selves of them in preparing their programs. 

As was the case last year, the most inspiring feature of 
the convention proper, was the reading of reports from 
clubs. Although the Virginia Federation is small, there is 
not a club in it that is not making earnest effort along pro- 
gressive, philanthropic and educational lines.

Miss Nellie Martin spoke briefly about the tuberculosis 
campaign and distributed the very instructive literature furn- 
ished on this subject by the Health Department of the 
Civic Committee of the General Federation. 

Miss Lucy Davis as General [ederation Secreiary. 
for Virginia; announced the acceptance of the appli- 
cations of the Van Dyke League and Woman’s Club of 
Lynchburg for membership in the General Federation. 

A motion to the effect that delegates to the convention of 
the Virginia Federation defray their entertainment expenses 
was promptly tabled. 

One of the-most helpful features of the Convention was 
the lecture on Precepts and Practice of Parliamentary Prin- 
ciples followed by a drill given by Mrs. Emma A. Fox of 
Detroit, Michigan. Mrs. Fox is a gifted teacher as well as 
a skilled parliamentarian. Her tact, appreciative under- 
standing and quickness of perception, not to mention her 
wisdom and large experience in club and federation work, 
rendered her a most valued helper. It is the expectation of 
several Virginia clubs to have Mrs. Fox give a series of les- 
sons to them next fall. |

The figures near base represent the four Arms of the service, are to 
be 7 feet, 6 inches high—this added to the height of their pedestals, 


places them 11 feet, 6 inches high from beginning of granite work. |

The Washington Monument is 555% feet high. The*Bunker Hill at 
Charlestown, in Massachusetts, is 222 feet high.

The U. D. C. gener- 
ally are always interested in any thing connected with the 
song ‘Dixie’. Miss Florence Barlow of Kentucky has 
heen earnestly endeavoring to try to verify the claims of 
Col. Will S. Havs of Louisville, Ky., to the authorship of 
that immortal song. Col. Hays died in Louisville, July, 
1907. Miss Barlow writes THe Keystone, as follows: 

“In my own mind T do not doubt and many others share 


the belief. that Col. Hays wrote the first words to “Dixie” 


and that Emmet’s is a perversion of it. Hays’ “Dixie” 
began: 


‘ 
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“T wish I was in the land of cotton, 

Cinnamon seed and sandy bottom.” 
and I think you will find these were the words more gener- 
ally sung at the beginning and during the war. It is claimed 
that five thousand copies of Hay’s “Dixie’ were sold in the 
South, then the publishing house was burned. I have not 
been able to learn that Emmet ever wrote any thing else 
but his ‘Dixie’ which is largely a copy of Hays while Hays 
wrote over 300 songs. His wife is now compiling them into 
one volume to be sold. I thank you ever so much for your 
notice in THE KrysToNE (May, 1907). I realize the only 
way to establish Col. Hay’s claim is to find one of those 
five thousand copies and I shall use every effort to do so, 
hoping to place credit where credit is due. Any assistance 


you may give to this end will be greatly appreciated.”

“The Anctent Law’—by Ellen Glasgow is an interesting story of 
human struggle and human love told only as Miss Glasgow can tell 
such incidents. The scene is laid in Virginia and the characters are 
cleverly handled.

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“The Barrier” by Rex Beach, author of The Spoilers, is an exciting, 
thrilling story of frontier life in Alaska. The pages are full of daring 
deeds, passion, intrigue and adventure. It is a story of love and 
hate, and is full of the atmosphere of a new country. The charac- 
ters are real individuals, the old tracer, the Kentucky lieutenant, the 
young Frenchman, the squaw and the fascinating girl “Necia,’ each 
playing their part to the end. The plot is intricate and is not re- 
vealed until the close of the book, holding the reader’s attention in 
every chapter. The author manages to get rid of the evil characters 
most satisfactorily and the only regret is that poor “Poleon” who is 
faithful under all conditions cannot have a happier future.

“The Metropolis’ by Upton Sinclair is a vivid panorama of men 
and women in a whirl of spending, showing the mad extravagance of 
a portion of New York society. While this book may be meant as 
a searchlight it is véfy. monotonous and fails to attract the average 
reader. This canon of ways of extravagant living does not ap- 
peal to thinking people. The author may accomplish something 
among the class about whom he writes, by showing them up to the 
public as they really are, but the descriptions of petty uses to which 
a large fortune is put become tedious to people who are interested in 
serious problems. The Outlook makes a severe criticism of the book 
claiming that the author shows a lack of personal knowledge of New 
York social life.

Every intelligent traveler 
will value this collection and will better understand Italy for having 
such a book on his journey.
